Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of God in 

the Forty - fourth Year of the Republic of India as 
follows: 


4. Term of Office and conditions of service of 
Chairperson and Members.-- ( 1 ) Every Member shall 
hold office for a term of three years from the date 
he assumes office : 


CHAPTER I 


( 2 ) A Member may , by writing under his hand 
addressed to the State Government, resign from the 
office of Chairperson or , as the case may be, of 
Member at any time. 


( 3 ) The State Government shall remove a person 
from the office of Member if that person . 

(a ) becomes an undischarged insolvent ; 

( b ) is convicted and sentenced to imprisonment 
for an offence which , in the opinion of the State 
Government, involves moral turpitude ; 

(c ) becomes of unsound mind and stands so dec 
lared by a competent court ; 

( d ) refuses to act or becomes incapable of 
acting ; 

( e ) is, without obtaining leave of absence from 
the Commission , absent from three consecutive 
meetings of the Commission ; or 

( f) has, in the opinion of the State Govern 
ment, so abused the position of Chirperson or 
Member so as to render that person s continuance 
in office detrimental to the interests of backward 
classes or the public interest :

Preliminary 
1. Short title and commencement.-- ( 1 ) This Act 
may be called the Goa State Commission for Back 
ward Classes Act , 1993 . 

( 2 ) It shall come into force at once . 

2. Definitions. - In this Act , unless the context 
otherwise requires , 

( a ) " backward classes ” , for the purpose of thi:3 
Act, means such backward classes of citizens other 
than the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tri 
bes as may be specified by the State Government 
in the lists ; 

(b ) " Commission ” means the State Commission 
for Backward Classes constituted under section 3 ; 

( c ) " Legislative Assembly " means the Legisla 
tive Assembly of the State of Goa ; 

( d ) “ lists" means lists prepared by the State 
Government from time to time for purposes of ma . 
king provisions for the reservation of appointments 
or posts in favour of backward classes of citizens 
which , in the opinion of that Government, are not 
adequately represented in the services under the 
State Government and any local or other authority 
within the State of Góa or under the control of the 
State Government ; 

( e ) " Member " means a member of the Commis 
sion and includes the Chairperson ; 

( f ) “ OfficialGazette " means the Official Gazette 
of the State Government ; 

( g ) “ prescribed " means prescribed by rulesmade 
under this Act ; 

( h ) " State Government" means the Government 
of Goa . 

CHAPTER II 
Commission for Backward Classes 
* 3. Constitution of the State Commission for Back 
ward Classes.- ( 1 ) The State Government shall 
constitute a body to be known as the State Commis 
sion for Backward Classes to exercise the powers con 
ferred on , and to perform the functions assigned to 
it under this Act . 


Provided that no person shall be removed under 
this clause until that person has been given an oppor 
tunity of being heard in the matter. 


( 4 ) A vacancy caused under sub - section ( 2 ) or 
otherwise shall be filled by fresh nomination . 


(5 ) The salaries and allowances payable to , and 
the other terms and conditions of service of, the 
Chairperson and Members shall be such as may be 
prescribed . 


5. Officers and other employees of the Commis 
sion.- ( 1 ) The State Government shall provide the 
Commission with such officers and employees as 
may be necessary for the efficient performance of 
the functions of the Commission . 


( 2 ) The salaries and allowances payable to , and 
the other terms and conditions of service of, tha 
Officers and other employees appointed for the pur 
pose of the Commission shall be such as may be 
prescribed . 


6. Salaries and allowances to be paid out of 
grants. — The salaries and allowances payable to the 
Chairperson and Members and the administrative 
expenses, including salaries , allowances and pensions 
payable to the officers and other employees referred 
to in section 5 , shall be paid out of the grants refer 
red to in sub -section ( 1 ) of section 12 . 


( 2 ) The Commission shall consist of the following 
Members nominated by the State Government: 

(a ) a Chairperson , who is or has been a Judge 
of a High Court or District Judge or a person eli 
gible for such appointment ; 

( b ) a social scientist; 

(c ) two persons, who have special knowledge in 
matters relating to backward classes ; and 

( d ) a Member - Secretary , who is or has been an 
Officer of the State Government in the rank of a 
Secretary or above , to the Government. 


7. Vacancies , etc. not to invalidate proceedings of 
the Commission . No act or proceeding of the Com 
mission shall be invalid on the ground merely of the 
existence of any vacancy or defect in the constitution 
of the Commission . 


8. Procedure to be regulated by the Commission : 
( 1 ) The Commission shall meet as and when neces 
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sary at such time and place as the Chairperson may 
think fit . 


( 2 ) The Commission shall regulate its own proce 
dure . 


( 3 ) All orders and decisions of the Commission 
shall be authenticated by the Member -Secretary or 
any other officer of the Commission duly authorised 
by the Member - Secretary in this behalf . 


CHAPTER III 


Functions and powers of the Commission 


9. Functions of the Commission .-- ( 1 ) The Com 
mission shall examine requests for inclusion of any 
class of citizens as a backward class in the lists and 
hear complaints of over - inclusion or under- inclusion 
of any backward class in such lists and tender such 
advice to the State Government as it deems appro 
priate . 


( 2 ) The Commission may spend such sums as it 
thinks fit for performing the functions under this 
Act, and such sums shall be treated as expenditure 
payable out of the grants referred to in sub 
section ( 1 ) . 

13. Accounts and Audit .. ( 1 ) The Commission 
shall maintain proper accounts and other relevant 
records and prepare an annual statement of accounts 
in such form as may be prescribed by the State 
Government in consultation with the Comptroller 
and Auditor General of India . 

( 2 ) The accounts of the Commission shall be 
audited by the Comptroller and Auditor General of 
India at such intervals as may be specified by 
him and any expenditure incurred in connection 
with such audit shall be payable by the Commission 
to the Comptroller and Auditor General of India . 

( 3 ) The Comptroller and Auditor General of 
India and any person appointed by him in connec

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of Goa 
in the Forty fourth year of the Republic of India 
as follows: 


SCHEDULE 


( See section 14 ) 


1. Short title and commencement, ( 1 ) This 
Act .may be called the Goa Motor Vehicles ( Taxa- . 
tion on Passengers and Goods ) ( Second Amend 
ment ) Act , 1993 . 


( 2 ) It shall come into force with effect from the 
1st day of April, 1993 . 


2. Amendment of Schedule . - In the Schedule 
appended to the Goa , Daman and Diu Motor Vehicles 
( Taxation on Passengers and Goods) Act , 1974 (Act 
7 of 1974 ) , in item ( b ) , for the words " Sixty rupees ” , 
the words " Seventy rupees " shall be substituted . 


1. The composition fee referred to in section 14 shall be 
calculated for the entire unexpired period of the currency 
of the permit or for a period of the currency of permit or 
for a period of one month whichever is less , at the rate 
( a ) in the case of a stage carriage - 

Two rupees and fifty paise per seat per year per 
kilometre of the total daily kilometres permitted or 
at the option of the operator , forty rupees per seat 

per month ; 
( b ) in the case of a public carrier vehicle 

Sixty rupees per month provided that in the case 
of a three wheeler vehicle having a carrying capacity 
below 1,000 kgs ., the rate shall be thirty seven rupees 
and fifty paise per month . 


Statement of Objects and Reasons 
The proposal is to increase the rate of Composi 
tion fee in respect of Public Carriers Vehicles as a 
measure of additional resource mobilisation . 


2. An application for the grant or renewal of permission 
to pay the composition fee mentioned above, shall be made 
not less than fifteen days before the commencement of the 
period for which the tax is intended to be compounded , pro 
vided that the Tax Officer may , in any case , for reasons 
to be recorded by him in writing , permit the application to 
be made not later than fifteen days from such commencement ; 
and the application shall be accompanied by a receipt eviden 
cing the payment into a Government treasury of the com 
position fee. 


The Bill seeks to amend the Goa , Daman and Diu 
Motor Vehicles ( Taxation on Passengers and Goods ) 
Act , 1974 to that effect .
